1 . Claims 24-43 are allowed. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

Claims 24-43 are considered allowable since no prior art reference alone or in combination with 
other prior art references disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in the 
independent claims including: 

"adding a virtual private network identification header to a header of the IPv6 packet, the virtual 
private network identification header including a destination option, a virtual private network 
hop count, and an identification number identifying the virtual private network of the customer", 
as specified in claim 24 in combination with other claim limitations. 

"wherein a virtual private network identification header is added to a header of the IPv6 packet, 
the virtual private network identification header including a destination option, a virtual private 
network hop count, and an identification number identifying the virtual private network of the 
customer" as specified in claim 34 in combination with other claim limitations.
